A Difpute that feems to have more Policy 
than Religion in it, and J doubt sot, but 
it will foonbe dete@ed. 

That this is nor a Cafe of Confcience, but 
a Party Trick to embroil, wii appear, if 
we confider two or three Things. 


t. That for 28 Years preceding the 
Revolution, when the Epi{copal Church 
was (humasly fpeaking) triumphact. in 
Scotland, 1 am Totb to fay, tampant 5 they 
never admitted of the Englifh Liturgy a- 
mong them, nor was it ever attempted for 
100 Years befose, BUT ONCE by Arch- 
biihop Laud and his Party, which Attempt 
was the Overthrow of all the Contrivers, 
and it is more than probable, it way be fo 

apalls 
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‘again, if chey goon with it. This praves, 
iis not ang Past of the Epifcopal Church 
of Scotland—And therefore cannot be faid 
to be demanded in Behalf of Confcience. | 

2. From the Revolution to the Time of 
the Union, during which Time, the Epif- 
copal Now-furant Clergy in Scorland have 
ereéted. faveral Meetings or Conventicles of 
their Patty for Religious Worfhip—— They 
have had very little Thought of the Englifh 
Liturgy— But what of it is come among 
them, is meet Jnnovation, thruft in upon 
them by the Artifice of a Party, in part to 
claim Kindred of the Church of England, 
and partly to enflame and enrage the People 
of Scotlagd, who they- know are averfe 
to it. 
the Party are impofing this upon the 
Church and People of ScotJand—Tuey have 
fome Difficulty to make their own People 
agree to and efpoufe it— The Thing is fo 
far from being defir’d by the People oi 
Scotland, that even thofe who frequent 
their Meetings, that are Epi(copal in Re- 
ligious Principles, and Facobite in Politick 
Principles, yet fhun the Liturgy, diflike 
it—and are with Difficulty and Reluétance 
bronght to bear it ; nay, inmof Parts they 
wil not comply with it, but abandon thofe 
that read it, aod throng after thofe Epif- 
copal Minifters that decline it. 

Thefe are fufficient to make ft appear, 
Thst the Actempt of ere&ing the Common- 
Prayer Book in Scotand, is not founded ia 
the Confciences of the People—-That it is 
a poljtick Defign tocarry on a Party In- 
tereftamoug us in Engjand, and embroil, 
if pofible, the People of Scossand with the 
Government, is evident from the laft Head, 
That they are at Pains to bring their own 
People to efpoufe it, which if it were not 
to ferve their Civil Intereft, it will be hard 
to fuggeft, on whac Foundation they make 
the Attempt. 


But I come next tv enquire into the 
Civil Rights of Svorand, as they ftand, ei-. 
ther fupported or invaded. by this Attempr. 
¥f then the Church of Svot/and bas a Civil 
Right to the Ecclefiaftick Immunity the 
enjoys, and that the UNION had confirm’d 
chefe RIGHTS, thea nothing can be im- 


At thisSTime, while the Leaders of 


’d on her againft her prefent Settlemenc, 
ices Sent of the UNION. And 
this I prefume to fay, no Human Authority 
now Eftablith’d in Britain can fo much as 
attempt, without diflolving the very Con- 
ftitution. 

By the UNION then, and the feveral 
A&s of Parliamenr for the Security of the 
Presbyterian Church, which are confirm’d 
by, and made Part of that UNION —— 
The Purity and Uniformity of the Worhhip, 
Difcipline, and Government of the Church 
of Scotland, is to he preferv’d to the Peo- 
ple of Scotland, WITHOUT ANY AL- 
TERATION. Mark thefe Words, I re- 
peat them again, WITHOUT ANY AL- 
TERATION, to afl fucceediag: Genera- 
tions. 

If any Man will fay, That Tolerating the 
Common-Prayer can confift with prefer- 
ving the Uniformity of the Worfhip—or the 
Tolerating Epifcopacy can confift with the 
preferving the Government of the Church, 
or either of them with preferving the Dif- 
cipline, then I may be ready to enquire 
further. 

On the other hand, if they are not, thea 
they cannot be offer’d to the Chnrch of 
Scotland, nor can even the Parliament of 
Britain ere& {ach 4 Foleration, without im- 
vading the UNION, which I humbly con- 
ceive, they have not Power to do. 

Nor can the Church or People of Scotland 
legally give their Confent toany fuch A& of 
Toleration, becaufe this Purity and Unifor- 
mity is to be preferv’d to all [ucceeding Ge- 
nerations; and the prefent Generacion has 
no more Power to give up what by the 
UNION. is thus entail’d on their Pofte- 
rity, than the Parliament can give up what 
is conceded to the faid prefent Generation. 

By this it feems, the Church of Scotland 
is fo eftablifh’d, that neither can her Ene- 
mies impofe Toleration upon her, neither 
can her treacherous Friends, too many of 
whom fhe may beve in Power, give up the 
Claim to her Eftablifhment, neither can fhe’ 
her {elf abandon her Right to or her Poffef= 
fion of her Eftablifhment, exclufive of all 
Manner of Innovations or Invafions, on the 
Purity and Uniformity of her Worhhip, 
Difcipline er Government, 


This 


This, I think, ts the prefept State of the 


Queftion about Toleration in Scotland; bound 


what Glofs the Artifice of Enemies, and the 
Craft of Parties may put upon the Attempts 
now making of invading the Priviledges 
of ghe Church of ([Scordand, I have nothing 
to do with in this Treatife; E-am fure, 
if the Reprefentatives of Scotland are faithful 
and vigilant—Ste is in no Dangér— Nor 
can the Church Priviledges be invaded by 
a Toleration, without doftroying the Civil 
as well as Ecclefiaftick Conftitution, upon 
which whole Britain is at this time eftablith’d 
by the UNION. Two Things, I find, fall 
naturally in our Way, as Obje@tions (in 
England e(,ecially) when we argue a- 
gainft Folerating the Englifo Lisurpy in 
Scothand. Fir{t, That this is failing upon the 
Common-Prayer Book, and infulting the 
_ Church of England—— And, S.condly, that 
this wil) be injurious to the Toleration, 
which Difenters enjoy in England. 

It is moft certain in ftri& Juftice, that 
tho’ both thefe were true, it makes no- 
thing tothe Argument. The Quefion is not 
of Civility to the Chorch of Engiand, or 
of Prudentials to the Diffenters in England, 
but of Right and Juftice to the Church 
of Scotland— We ate here in a Right of Pro- 
perty capitulated for by the UNION, 
ftipulated with and agreed to by the 
Chorch of England, that uo Alteration fhal 
be made, that the Pority and Uoiformity 
fhall be preferv’d : Hither it is preferv’d, 
or it # notp—— If the Common Prayer be im- 
pos’d on them, i! Epifcopzcy be tolerated, 
their Worfhip and Government is alter’d, 
or it  mot——-Jf it be, the Unio is in- 
vaded, or it i mcr. The Queftions are 
fhort, and need no Cavilling—Tho’ fpeak- 
ing of the Church of England, and the Dif- 
fenters in England 3 the Scors may be civil 
“go one, and careful of the orber, yet fhe 
muft not give up their E(tzbiifi'd Rights on 
thatScore; this were to complement them 
at too great an Expence ——— Would the 
Confcientious Eypifcopal People in Scostand 
be ealie, no Body molefted them, they 
enjoy’d their Liberty unmolefted enough, 
and in a Manner, which the Diffenters in 
England for masy Years would have re- 
joyed at— But when nothing will fatishe 
but encroaching upon Declar’d and Ejtattifh'd 
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Rights, the Ghurch of Scotland js thea 
bound to affert her own Property, and nei- 
ther the Church of Emelend, or- the Dif- 
JSensers, ought to take it il! from them. | 
But after all; the Church of England have 
no Reafon to take is ill, -that the -Scoss do 
not make.ufe of the Common-Prayer, any 
more than that the Scors have to take is id, 
that the Church of England do not make 
ule of the Presbyterien Difcipline. They 
are two National Chnrthes, either cf them 
have their refpeétive Kingdom to which 
they belong. Conftitution on which they 
are built, and Lews by which they are 
eftablifh’d. They aré perfeétly Independent 
one of another, and have no-Superiority oveg 
or Subje#ion to one another 3 they are cone 
federated by the UNION, and the Butts 
and Bounds of their refpe@ive Influence 
are ftated and irreverlibly determin’d, 
I fay, they are but confederated, for it ge 
mo more, the Kingdoms are iwcorporated, 
but the Churches are but confederateds 
but the Links of this Chain are’ fo nicely 
twifted together, that the Confederacy 
cannot be broken without deftroying the 
Incorporation ; and the Oue is the Bond 
the otber. Iccan then be no Affrout to the 
Church of amet to have the Scots fay, 
WE will bave nothing to do with the Common- 
Prayer; nor to the Church of Scotland 
to have the Church of England fay, We 
will bave nothing to do with she Presbyterian 
Difcipline. It was the great Preliminary 
of the Treaty, that the Churches of either 
Kingdom fhould have nothing to do with 
one another—And therefore the Treaters 
cn both Hands were exprefly forbid -to 
meddle with the Affair of the Church—— 
Whofe Eftablifhments it was found abfoe 
lutely neceflary, fhould not in the-leaft. 
jnterfere with one another—nor their ree 
fpe@ive Jurifdiétions be fuffer’d to encroach. 
upon, or invade one the other. If any 
have have Reafon therefore to-take i] any 
thing from the other, the Church of Seote 
jand has the fir Offence given ber, by this 
Attempt of invading her Uniformity. Only 
this is to be faid for it, That ic is the A& 
and Deed ofa Party, mot of the Church of 
England, coulider’d as a Church. 
The Danger of the Difenters comes 
next to be confider’d.
